$2,000,000 to s ta rt the w ork on the 
base. 
W ilbur explained in his m essage 
to the house tha t a large P acific 
coast base w as necessary because 
of the tw o new rigid airships'n o w 
under 
construction for the navy 
departm ent. 
A tra c t on the Irvine ranch, lo­ 
cated east of the 
O range 
county 
airport, 
has 
been 
offered 
the 
governm ent as a site for a d irig ­ 
ible base. 
S ecretary W ilbur has 
com m ented to S an ta A na men on 
his fam iliarity w ith the location 
and is know n to have expressed 
preference for Southern C alifornia 
as location for the base. 
O ther officials of the navy , and 
m en who will have some influence 
in determ ining the site, have in ­ 
spected the property here.

A reso lu tio n p ro v idin g $150.000 
fo r inv estigatio n 
o f the Nicaragu an can al p ro ject 
by army engineers 
was b arely p rev en ted fro m p assin g 
the Senate o ne 
day last week b y Sen ato r 
Vandenburg’s insistence 
that the reap p o rtio n men t b ill b e 
co nsidered first. 
Memb ers o f the Ho u se and the Senate are repo rted 
to b e u n an imo u sly in fav o r 
o f the passage o f the 
measu re. 
^ 
It will b e recalled that in the famo us Bry an-Cham- 
o rro treaty sign ed in 19 15, the Uinted States paid 
Nicaragua $3,000.000 fo r an o ptio n o n the canal 
ro ute. It is in terestin g to no te, in anticipatio n o f 
this $150,000 inv estigatio n, so me o f the things we 
already hav e b een to ld abo ut the Nicaraguan canal 
and o ur need fo r it o r absence o f need. 
It is esti­ 
mated by the Panama canal autho rities that that 
canal will no t reach its capacity until 19 60. 
Sec­ 
retary o f MCar Dav is declared last April that the 
traffic thro u gh the canal co uld be quadrupled by 
building additio nal lo cks and o pening 
the canal 
to traffic after six o ’clo ck in the ev ening. 
The co st o f building a third set o f lo cks at Pan­ 
ama wo uld be $100.000.000. whereas the 
Nic­ 
aragua canal co st wo uld be a billio n do llars. 
Fro m a strategic standpo int we will quo te 
a 
reliable o bserv er who say s that "o nce we succumb 
to the strategic co mplex we will be tempted to 
annex half 
the earth."

dency in internatio nal relatio ns fo r the past fifty 
y ears has been to place internatio nally impo rtant 
arteries o f co mmerce under the co ntro l o f inter­ 
natio nal co mmissio ns.

Kiel Canal is guaranteed by the Treaty o f Ver­ 
sailles. 
An internatio nal co mmissio n autho rized by 
the Treaty o f Lausanne superv ises the Straits o f 
the Dardenelles. 
There is no po int, fro m a strategic 
angle in burdening o urselv es with two canals which 
ev entually will beco me the co ncern o f all the na­ 
tio ns and o v er which we will hav e no jurisdic­ 
tio n. 
There are tho se who believ e that the pro po nents 
o f the Nicaraguan Canal are mo re co ncerned with 
gaining co ntro l o v er Nicaragua than with the canal. 
We predict that the day s will dev elo p interesting 
facts.

and a mo ral man. 
Our co n clu sio n then is 
that mo rality as well as immo rality 
pertains to the o ther fello w. 
Our no tio n o f immo rality m ay be m erely 
a meddling desire 
to regulate so mebo dy else's life, 
but if o ur no tio n o f mo rality 
is regulated by a sincere lo v e o f o ur fello w man and a desire 
no t to injure him directly o r Indirectly It is a go o d sign o f 
mo rality .
